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NCAA SOUTH REGION FIELD FEATURES MIX OF OLD AND NEW 


The four teams competing in the NCAA South Regional in Salisbury bring a varied mix of 
tournament experience into the 1997 playoffs. Two teams, Salisbury State and Messiah, are 
among the most successful and experienced squads in the history of the NCAA Division III 
Tournament. The other two, Springfield and Washington, are relative newcomers to postseason 
play, yet eager to establish themselves among the sport’s best. A closer look at the four squads: 


MESSIAH COLLEGE is making its 13th overall and 10th consecutive appearance in the NCAA Tournament. 
The Falcons have won 19 tournament games since 1981, the fourth-highest total in tournament history. 
Messiah finished 15-4 this season and ranked third in the final regular season coaches poll. This is the team’s 
second visit to Salisbury this season. Messiah dropped a 1-0 decision here to the Sea Gulls on September 13. 
Sophomore Kate Oostdyk (13g-2a) and junior Erica Abrams (9g-10a) share the team’s scoring lead with 28 
points apiece this season. Junior Jen Gutierrez (11g-5a) is close behind with 27 points. Messiah finished as the 
Middle Atlantic Conference’s runnerup in 1997, losing 4-1 to Lebanon Valley in the MAC championship 


game. 


SALISBURY STATE UNIVERSITY joins Messiah as one of the most tournament-tested teams in NCAA 
Division I history. The Sea Gulls are making their 13th trip to the NCAA playoffs in the past 14 years, and 
have 18 all-time NCAA tournament wins. SSU captured the national championship in 1986 with a 21-0 
record. Salisbury State brings a 16-2 season record into this year’s tournament, including a 12-game winning 
streak. SSU, which claimed its third straight Capital Athletic Conference championship last week, is ranked 
number one in the national poll. Junior Megan Hopper (18g-6a) is the team’s leading scorer with 42 points, 
followed by senior Laura Getty (13g-10a) with 36 points. Senior goalie Kristin Archer set a team record with 
13 shutouts this season. The Gulls have outscored opponents 53-7 this year. 


SPRINGFIELD COLLEGE is making its first-ever trip to the NCAA Tournament following a 14-6 finish 
this season. The Pride enter the tournament following a 3-2 overtime win over two-time defending national 
champion College of New Jersey last Saturday. A balanced scoring attack features seven players between 19 
and 11 points on the season. Sophomore Sarah Kelly (6g-7a) leads the pack with 19 points, followed by 
sophomore Shannon Eysaman (8g-2a) with 18 points. Junior Liz deSimas (8g-1a) and senior Stephanie Benotti 
(4g-9a) add 17 points apiece. Sophomore Stephanie Denyko has started all 20 games in goal, with six shutouts 
and an .815 save percentage. 


WASHINGTON COLLEGE is making its second NCAA appearance, having also qualified for the 
tournament last year. The Shorewomen, 16-2 overall, were co-champions of the Centennial Conference this 
year and bring a nine-game winning streak into Friday’s contest. Washington has established new team 
records for wins, assists (42) and points (140) this season, and needs just two more goals to break that record 
(50) as well. Sophomore Christy] Arrabal (12g-11a) and senior Sarah Sobon (9g-8a) have paced the attack 
on the recordbook with 35 and 26 points, respectively. Freshman Nicole Maccari (10g-3a) is next with 23 
points. Freshman goalie Toby Wilmet has seven shutouts and an .895 save percentage.
